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ABSTRACT 

This account deals with 334 taxa spread over 78 families collected from BalapalLe Range during 
.1962-63. This area was botanically under-explored excepting some strong collections by Beddome, 

Gamble & Jacob ;'no detailed account, however, seems to have recorded. 


INTRODUCTION 

The Balapalle range of Seshachellam R. F. is 
one of the six ranges comprising the Cuddapah 
South Forest Division. The other ranges are: 
parts of Tirupathi, Velugonda, Koduru, Rajampet 
and Cuddapah ranges. The Cuddapah South For¬ 
est Division lies between i3 0 45' & i4°30 / N and 
78*45' & 79°3o' E. The Balapalle range occupies 
approximately an area of 26 sq. km, and is situated 
between Seshachellam Hills on the west and Velu¬ 
gonda range on the east (Map). 



Botanically the Balapalle range remained under¬ 
explored : some collections' by Beddome, Gamble, 
Jacob and others are seen from the herbarium 
sheets kept in the Southern Circle Herbarium (MH). 
Beddome’s and Gamble’s collections date back to 
the latter part of the nineteenth century, while 
Jacob’s are from the early part of the present 
century. However, no account of these collections 
seems to have been recorded, except passing re¬ 
marks in Gamble’s “Flora of the Presidency of 
Madras Therefore three botanical tours of this 
region have been conducted to cover all the sea¬ 
sons of the year 1962-63: I. July, II. November, IIL 
February. Altogether, the number of taxa collect¬ 
ed is 334 spread over 78 families. The plants after 
identification are deposited in the Southern Circle 
Herbarium at Coimbatore. 

PHYSIOGRAPHY AND CLIMATE 

The range consists of succession of slates, quartz¬ 
ites, limestones and plutonic rocks which fall into 
two geological series called the Cuddapafaf and 
Kurnool formations. The topmost layer is gener¬ 
ally brown lateritic, rather poor in humus. Soil 
erosion has taken place,, leaving behind deep gulleys 
ind rocky and/or gravelly type of substratum. 

The climatic seasons are hot well marked. Ge¬ 
nerally warm climate prevails throughout the year, 
though during November to January the weather 
is pleasantly cool. In April and May, temperature 
often touches 36 °C. The rainy season is during 
July to September when both S. W, Monsoon and 
N. E. Monsoon are active.* In the months of De¬ 
cember and January belated rains occur dtfe to 
occasional cyclonic disturbances in the Bay of 
Bengal Od an average about 40 cm of rainfall per 
annum is .recorded. 

VEGETATION 

Ih general the Cuddapah South Foresf Division 
has dry deciduous type of forest, varying consider- 
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ably in density depending on the altitude, precipi¬ 
tation and rainfall. There appears to be a signifi¬ 
cant disturbance in the vegetation due to soil ero¬ 
sion and other causes like felling operations and 
grazing of plants by cattle and sheep. There is 
a sure sign of the forest becoming a scrub jungle. 
Nevertheless, the vegetation appears to have re¬ 
ceived slight protection by the two ranges of hills, 
for remnants of species of a few dry evergreen plants 
are seen scattered throughout, the forest, though the 
incursion made by other taxa of scrub jungle seems 
to have taken an upperhand in curbing the good 
growth of these dry evergreen plants. . Unless 
good protection is given to this range against the) 
Ravages of factors indicated above, one may expect 
the dominance of scrub taxa over the deciduous 
ones, and, after a period, complete elimination of 
the latter. 

Trees do not appear to attain good height but 
show stunted growth. Some of these include: An- 
ogeissus latifolia, Buchanania angustifolia, c. moro- 
Xylon swietenia, Ficus virens, Manilkara hexandra, 
Strychnos nuxvomica, Terminalia chebula, T . cori- 
acea, T paniculata, etc. Among representatives of 
dry evergreen species, the following may be men¬ 
tioned : Diospyros ebenum, >.Hemicyclia sepiaria, 
Metnecylon molescum, etc. The aggressive growth 
of the following is noteworthy : Antidesma 
ghaesembitta, Croton klotzianus, Derris scan* 
dens, Dichrostachys cinerea, Erythroxylon 
tnonogynum, Gardenia guntntifefa, urewia hir¬ 
sute, Hugonia mystax, Melanthesa rhamnoides, 
Pleiospermium alatum, Pterolobium hexapetalum, 
and dthers. Xintenia americana seems to prefer 
a rocky substratum and mostly occurs in the opened 
out forest. The fruits of this are eaten which taste 
sourish. The other plants which apparently seem 
to prefer rocky substratum are: Cissus pallida, C. 
totnentosa, Commiphora caudata, Crotalaria medi- 
cagined, Dolichandrone falcata, Euphorbia fusifor- 
mis, Gardenia gummifera, Givotia rottleriformis, 
Stylosanthes fruticosa, Vitex altissima, etc. An al¬ 
most perennial flow of a very small spring over the 
rocky boulders near the abandoned forest bungalow 
has encouraged the following plants to gr.ow near 
them: Centranthera humifusa, Elaeocharis capita- 
ta, Striga angustifolia, Swertia angustifolia Buch.- 
Ham. var. pulchella, Vandellia scabra, etc. During 
rainy season, in between the crevices of these rocky 
boulders, the following plants have been collected: 
Eragrostiefla bifaria, Hemionitis arifolia, Cheilan- 
thes mysorensis, Sopubia delphinifolia, etc. 
Climber^ especially members of Vitaceae and 
Convolvulaceae, are very common. Among Vita¬ 


ceae, Ampelocissus totnentosa, Cissus vitiginea are 
common, the former apparently preferring an High¬ 
er elevation and the latter lowef elevation and 
open place. Among Convolvulaceae the following 
have been collected: Ipomoea obscura, I. hispida, 
Hewittia sublobata, Jacquemontia paniculata, Mer- 
remia hederacea, Operculina turpethum, Rhea hy- 
pocrateriformis, etc. Cassy tha filiformis, growing 
on Ammannia baccifera and Chionachne koenigii f 
has also been collected. Other climbers include: 
Cardiospermum halicacabum, C ombre turn ovalifa- 
lium, Cylista scariosa, Derris scandens, Diplocyclos 
palmatus, Pterolobium hexapetalum, Rhynchosiq 
sericea, Strychnos lenticellata, Ventilago denticula- 
ta, V. maderaspatana, etc. 

Grasses and Sedges, at times though seasonal* 
form an important part of the vegetation. Among 
grasses the following have been collected. Aristida 
setacea, Chionachne koenigii, Dicanthium annula- 
turn, Eragrostiella bifaria, E. gangetica, Heteropo- 
gon con tor tus, Paspalidium flavidum, Perotis indica, 
etc. Among sedges the following are comihon: 
Fimbristylis complanata, Fuirena uncinata, Maris - 
cus compactus, Scirptis articulatus, Scleria lithos- 
perma, etc. 

During monsoon or soon after, the following aqua¬ 
tic and/or marshy plants are common: Aeschy- 
nomene indica, Hygrophila auriculata, Limnophila 
indica, Utricularia reticulata Sm. var. parviftora and 
Isoetes coromandelina. Isoetes coromandelina grows 
gregariously in pits dug out on either side of 
the railway tract for conservation of water. Erio- 
caulon quinquanguJare, E. sieboldianum and Fui¬ 
rena uncinata are the other marshy plants that oc¬ 
cur near the fringes of puddles formed during rainy 
season in January-February. Monochoria vaginalis 
and Potamogeton indicus occur near the rice fields. 

Near the outskirts of the forest towards Settigun- 
ta village where the land becomes inundated during 
monsoon and the soil is sandy, Phoenix pusilta is 
abundant. Gloriasa superba is Very common in 
this part of the forest. 

ECONOMICALLY IMPORTANT TAXA 

Santalum album occurs commonly throughout 
the forest. Red Sanders, Pterocarpus santalinus, is 
an important timber yielding plant which has been 
cultivated. The timber of this plant is extensively 
utilized by the Japanese for manufacture of musi¬ 
cal instruments and dolls. East Indian Satin, Chlo- 
roxylon swietenia, is in great demand in the United 
States for Cabinet manufacture, brush backs and 
picture frames. It also yields a gum, an yellow 
dye, and the bark contains 17 per cent tannin (The 
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Wealth of India 2:133, 1950). Strychnos nuxvomi- 
ca is a very common tree, and it is interesting to 
note that a river which flows amidst the forests of 
Balapalle and Koduru is named ‘Musti’—a Telegu 
name for the Strychnine tree. The Indian Ebony, 
Diospyros ebenum, is not common. “Diospyros ebe- 
num is perhaps the best ebony yielding tree and 
the only One which yields jet black heart-wood 
without streaks or markings, the true Ebony of 
Commerce” (The Wealth of India 3:77, 1952). 
Among grasses, the roots of Vetiveria zizanioides is 
extensively used for the making of khas-khas mats 
and for extraction of medicinal oil. Different varie¬ 
ties of Mangifera indica, Citrus medica, Achras za- 
pota, etc. are grown round about Koduru, often 
bordering the forests of Balapalle. Improvements of 
these varieties are being carried in the Regional 
Fruit Research Station at Koduru. Koduru town: 
is situated within 20 km of Balapalle range. Some 
plants collected from Koduru range are also enu¬ 
merated in the following pages. 

ENUMERATION 

In the following enumeration, the plants are ar¬ 
ranged according to Bentham and Hooker’s classi¬ 
fication, with certain delimitations of Hutchinson 
(1926). The plants are arranged in an alphabeti¬ 
cal order under each family. For easy location of 
the plant, the whole of Balapalle range is artifici¬ 
ally divided into four blocks: A, B, C and D, tak¬ 
ing Railway Station as the central point. The 
name of the taxon is followed by the place of col¬ 
lection, the block in which it occurs, altitude, phe- 
nological data, date of collection and field 
number. The nomenclature of plants has been, as 
far as possible, brought up to date. An asterisk 
before the name of a taxon indicates new distribu¬ 
tion for the area. All the field numbers indicated 
are of Ellis.
